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Tnri  FORMATION  of  the  first  Fire  Department  in  Wiiicouver  was  in 
May,  1KX6.  The  project  having  heen  discusseil  at  first  in  Georjje 
Schletsky's  gent's  furnishing  store,  hy  the  youn>>  men  of  the  City. 
A  meeting  was  called  early  in  M.iy  to  be  held  in  the  old  Court  House 
on  Water  Street,  and  there  was  organized  the  first  \'olunteer  Bri>,'aile. 
Those  i)resent  at  the  meetiuK  were:  .••.  I'eadjfriff,  J.  A.  Mateer,  George 
.Scliletsky  and  J.  Moran,  I'eajrriff  being  elected  Chief. 

The  instruments  in  hand  for  fighting  fire  consisted  of  a  few  buckets, 
shovels  and  axes,  and  the  water  supply,  apart  from  the  water  of  Hurrard 
Inlet,  of  a  few  nmd  holes  and  surface  water. 

The  great  fire  of  June  l.Sth,  1SH6,  caught  the  newlv  forme.1  Rrigadethus 
ccjuipped  and  showed  the  necessity  of  immediatelv  providing  the  Citv  with 
the  necessary  implements  to  cope  with  the  fire.  This  evil  harl  been  partly 
remedied  through  the  efforts  of  the  mayor,  the  late  M.  A.  Mcl,eati,  who, 
with  the  City  Council,  arranged  for  the  purchase  of  a  Ronald  Fire  Fngine! 
which  was  in  transit  at  the  time  of  the  fire.  It  arrived  in  \ancouver  al)out 
July  Jdth,  and  was  landed  at  I'ort  .Moody,  then  the  nearest  Station.  Mr,  R. 
Rutherford  hail  the  distinction  of  bringing  into  the  Citv  the  new  engine, 
having  drawn  it  from  Fort  M(M)ily  with  his  four  horse  team.  The  whole 
population  turned  out  en  masse  to  greet  the  arrival.  Having  provide<l  this 
engine,  things  rested  (|aietly  until  IS.sy.  when  \V.  RIc(;irr  organized  a  li<H)k 
anil  ladiler  company.
